last place on earth the average city dweller would choose to 
build his home. The castle of Painted Rocks is often mistaken 
for a mirage by those who see it nestling in the embrace of 
the sear, yellow hills. For twenty years it had remained a 
dream in the mind of a man‘ whose love is for the desert. That 
dream wil become a reality three months hence, when the last 
granite rock is sealed in the castle tower. 


Painted Rock Castle is nearly 
complete. One tower remains to 
be finished. From this granite- 
turreted tower one may view the 
broad expanse of the desert, shim- 
mering in the vibrant heat waves, 
and beyond that the snow-crested 
peak of Mt. Whitney can be seen 
against a sky of wondrous colors. 

The builder of the castle visits 
his house of granite almost dally. 
It is a ninety-mile trip and on each 
trip he takes along a host of his 
friends to exult with him over his 
creation.

CONFERENCE 
IS CALLED IN 
RADIO FIGHT 


Row of Composers and 
Others on Broadcast Now 
an International Affair 


The fight. between authors, com- 
posers and writers on the one hand 
and broadcast stations on the oth- 
er, which etarted in the. United 
States some time ago, has as- 
sumed international preportions. 
An internetiona] conference to dis- 
cuss the protection of intellectual 
property rights in radio transmis- 
sion has been called by the Se- 
ciety of Authors of Spain, for May 
16, next. 

. The Junta Directiva de la Socte- 
Gad de Autors of Madrid has in- 
vit®@ all societies of authors, edi- 
torial syndicates, editors, trans- 
mission companies and radio so- 
cieties. of Burope and America to 
be represented. The patronage of 
the Spanish government will be so- 
licited, also the support of the 
Society of Composera, the Associa- 
tions of Impreseries of Public 
Spectacies, the Syndicate of Span- 
and the Spanish Musica] 
nion. 

The subject to be discussed at 
the conference will be international] 
protection of the rights of authors, 
composers, et al., to deny or per- 
mit the use of their works, for a 
consideration, when transmitted 
by radio. AWer affirming these 
rights, the conference may ask all 
nations adhering to <he Convention 
of Berne. to add to their legisia- 
tion on intellectual property, arti- 
cles in conformity with the findings 
of the conference, probably 
through the amendments of copy- 


right laws, as is being sought in 
the United States. 
The powers will have te de- 


termine what amounts transmis- 
sion stations must pay for each 
program, how much for each song, 
composition or other item of the 
program, or whether a percentage, 
probably not leas than 10 per cent, 
Of gross receipts may be charged. 

The meeting of this congress, 
will give the international press 
an opportunity to debate the legiti- 
macy of using the radio for ad- 
vertising purposes, etc., and to de- 
bate rules for receiving as well as 
transmitting stations.
